The House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee has extended a similar in­ 
vitation to Rogers and Kissinger for 
later in the week, and a subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Ben Rosenthal, D- 
N.Y., will start hearings Thursday on 
effects of the Vietnam bombing policy 
on U.S. diplomacy in Europe. 


'Hie South Vietnamese command 
reported generally light battlefield 
activity but one major fight about 40

northeast of Saigon this 
morning. A militia unit ran into about 
IOO enemy troops, and fighting was 
reported continuing at midafternoon. 
First reports said at least two 
militiamen were killed, but there was 
no report yet of enemy losses.

Flu Spreading 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Influenza 
this winter has struck at least 15 
states, but only three areas apparently 
are having any prolonged bout with the 
bug, reports the Center for Disease 
Control. 
The CDC said Friday that wi­ 
despread outbreaks of the London flu, 
a new strain belonging to the same 
virus family as Hong Kong flu, have 
been reported in New York City, Balti­ 
more and Santa Clara County south of 
San Francisco. 
State public health officials also 
have reported isolated cases in 
Hawaii, Arizona, Colorado, Kansas, 
Texas, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, Tennessee, 
Illinois, 
Washington and New Jersey. 
According to the CDC, the outbreak 
in the Baltimore area appears to be 
declining, although emergency-room 
visits are 5 to IO per cent higher than 
normal. 
Authorities at the CDC say there is 
no clinical difference between the 
london flu and the Hong Kong variety 
that was widespread in the United 
States in 1968-69. 
“ You feel just as bad with one as you 
do with the other,” a spokesman said.

Takin g a tran qu ilizer when it is 
prescribed by a phy sician is n o more of 
a reflection on the ego stru ctu re than is 
takin g an an tibiotic for an in fection . 
You r hu sban d is correct in believ in g 
that a tran qu ilizer is n ot the an swer to 
seriou s emotion al problems. When 
su ch problems are completely u n ­ 
derstood an d solv ed, the shortterm u se 
of tran qu ilizers may n ot be n ecessary .

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A Mellowing India 


International relations are 
changing so rapidly these days 
it almost requires a diplomatic 
referee to keep score of the 
current postures. One of the 
next switches could be India’s 
attitude toward 
the 
United 
States. 
Relations between the two 
nations reached something of a 
new low in the wake of the 
India-Pakistan war. They had 
not been especially cordial for 
years. But the war on the Asian 
subcontinent 
and 
the

clination of Washington to 


favor a SEATO ally, Pakistan, 
brought harsh words from New 
Delhi. 
India won that war and the 
rhetoric 
is 
changing 
Com­ 
munications 
have been 
ex­ 
changed between the President 
and the Prime Minister, each 
expressing the hope for im­ 
proved understanding India’s 
Foreign Minister Swaran Singh 
has been making open over­ 
tures to the United States, 
stressing the desire for better 
cooperation and 
improved 
relations. 


Two factors appear to be

India clearly is 
the dominant force in its part of 
Asia and is using its position to 
work slowly toward an ac- 
commodiation with Pakistan. 
India also is seeking to repair 
its relations with China, which 
openly supported Pakistan in 
the conflict. 
Economic 
considerations 
also are present, particularly 
in matters of trade The new 
era of diplomatic ventures is 
proving to be contagious. 


Simplifying Taxes ? 


Because of differences in 
national traditions and social 
systems, it can be misleading 
to compare the tax and welfare 
systems of the two nations. But 
Britain is headed for what 
appears to be one of the most 
extensive tax overhauls in its 
history, and the results should 
be interesting. 


As 
part 
of 
its 
entry 
obligations to the European 
Economic Alliance, Britain in 
1973 will adopt the value added 
tax. This levy, which amounts 
to a national sales tax, will 
replace the British purchase 


tax, a form of excise taxation. 
For the long run Britain is 
working on a complex plan of 
tax and social reform which 
has a negative income tax as 
one of its features. Plans under 
consideration 
would 
provide 
additional income to workers 
paid 25 pounds or less a week in 
the form of tax credits. Income 
tax would be at a 30 percent 
rate. 
Five years may be required 
to 
implement 
the 
reforms, 
which are designed to simplify 
the tax system. The govern­ 
ment claims it would result in 
fewer government employes to 


administer the tax system and 
reduce the workload on em­ 
ployers. The latter point may 
be m isleading, because it 
would be through employers 
that the government would 
operate its negative income tax 
system. 
These are all new programs 
for Britain, and many of them 
have 
been 
proposed 
for 
adoption in the United States. If 
parliament agrees to adopt the 
programs and they operate 
reasonably 
close 
to 
ex­ 
pectation, 
pressure 
could 
appear here for plans along the 
same lines. 


Let's Bomb Copenhagen 


Pundits can only guess — though 
most of them have already guessed — 
what caused the Paris talk to abort: 
They are blaming President Thieu. 
They may be right, but whether the 126 
“changes” in the draft agreement 
supposed to have been demanded by 
Kissinger were the cause, or whether 
the “reopening ” of substantive issues; 
by the North Vietnamese was the 
precipitating factor, no outsider can 
say. Nevertheless, most outsiders are 
blaming President Thieu, with whom, 
judging by the rhetoric, you would 
think we were at war. 
Probably the basic difficulty is 
structural. It simply is very difficult to 
end a war when neither side has won 
militarily, and when neither, really, 
has given up the goals for which it has 
fought so long. Each wrestles for 
advantage in the negotiation. And it is 
certainly possible, even likely, that 
factional shifts in the Hanoi politburo 
lie behind the present impasse. 
But whatever reason at 
length 
emerges for the diplomatic break­ 
down, one thing is crystal clear at 
present. And that is that the vociferous 
global 
protest against 
renewed 
bombing of the North is morally and 
intellectually bankrupt. 
Parenthetically, and to put it 
bluntly, it would not matter very much 
to history or mankind if North Vietnam 
ceased to exist. The country is a tough 
and obstreperous little m ilitary 
despotism fielding the best army, 
probably, in Southeast Asia. It is 
aggressive in its intent and a threat to 
all its neighbors. The provincials who 
run it have little sense of the outside 
world and are full of their own designs.

If North Vietnam were bombed, really 
bombed, the place would not be 
missed. 
But what makes for nausea is the 
striking asymemetry of the present 
protest 
campaign.

President as “ Bloody Nixon,” and 
characterizing his decision to renew 
the bombing as the product of a “stone 
age mentality.” At the same time, the 
Danish premier weighed in and 
declared: “ I want the United States 
out of Vietnam.” None of these 
protesters had a word to say last 
spring when the North Vietnamese 
regular troops were swarming around 
in South Vietnam, overrunning towns 
and villages, generating hundreds of 
thousands of refugees, machine- 
gunning them on the roads as they fled 
southward, rocketing cities, and so on. 
As I write this, we have lost ll B-52 
high-altitude bombers. What that 
suggests is that the planes are flying 
too low in order to make sure that they 
hit only military targets. 
Bloody 
Nixon, indeed. Those planes should fly 
at 40,000 feet, where they are virtually 
untouchable. 
And it is a little hard to be lectured 
on morality from Copenhagen, of all 
places: the pornography, live sex 
show, and transvestite sex-change 
operation Capital of the World. 
Predictably enough, the Dutch, the 
Finns, and the Swedes have denounced 
the raids. None of them denounced the 
May invasion of the South and the 
subsequent 
slaughters. 
Great 
moralists: the Swedes traded openly 
with Adolf Hitler until it was plain that 
he was losing; the 
Finns’ foreign 


policy is mimeographed in Moscow; 
the Dutch government is a fragile 
coalition 
blackm ailable 
by 
a 
vociferous and often violent left wing 
The truth remains that the Nixon 
Administration has gone very far — 
some would say too far — in its pursuit 
of a negotiated settlement in Vietnam. 
In South Vietnam, U.S. troops are 
leaving, but North Vietnamese are 
staying. Soviet rockets and artillery 
have laid waste to much of the country, 
but the U.S. is picking up the entire tab 
for reconstruction. And so on. To coin a 
phrase, there’s something rotten in 
Denmark — and in a good many other 
places.

“ I don't believe in drugs” or “ I want 
to see if I can do without it” are 
familiar comments to all physicians in 
the practice of medicine. 
In some instances, it is almost im­ 
possible to argue with those who make 
a “ religious belief" out of their denial 
to use drugs. 
Somehow, they fallaciously believe 
that it is a sign of weakness to depend 
on any drug that is prescribed for 
them. 


This happens particularly when 
tranquilizing drugs are suggested. 
Some 
patients 
feel 
they 
are 
stigmatized by the need to “ quiet 
down" from physical and emotional 
tensions. 
Excessive 
anxiety, 
multiple 
pressures, and undue tensions are the 
obvious ingredients in an overly tense 
patient. 
Tranquilizing drugs have a profound 
and important effect in relieving these 
tensions. These drugs represent a 
tremendous advance in the treatment 
of severe psycho-neurotic states. 
Often they are used for a short while 
until the patient can work out his 
tension-producing problems, or until 


he, with proper guidance, learns to 
eliminate them. 
Taking a tranquilizer when it is 
prescribed by a physician is no more of 
a reflection on the ego structure than is 
taking an antibiotic for an infection. 
Your husband is correct in believing 
that a tranquilizer is not the answer to 
serious emotional problems. When 
such problems are completely un­ 
derstood and solved, the shortterm use 
of tranquilizers may not be necessary.

MORGANTOWN, VV. Va. (AP) - 
Consolidation Coal Co. crews were to 
rem ove 
seals 
from

Blacksville No. I mine today and begin 
the search for the bodies of nine men 
trapped by fire in the shaft last sum­ 
mer. 
Adler Spotte, president of Con­ 
solidation’s Blacksville Division, said 
workmen would start removing the 
seals from the mine’s underground en­ 
trances at 8 a.m.. He said the first of 
three recovery teams would enter the 
mine about 4 p.m., after fans had 
cleared the tunnels of lingering gases 
and restored acceptable ventilation. 
The nine men were trapped deep 
within the Monongalia County mine in 
northern West Virginia when a 
methane gas explosion occurred July 
22, 1972. Hearings into the disaster 
disclosed that a mining machine cut an 
electrical wire, setting off a spark that 
ignited the highly volatile methane. 
The sealing process, using steel and 
concrete and designed to extinguish 
the resulting fire, was completed July 
25. 
Officials had been unable to fix the 
exact location of the bodies in the 
mine, Spotte said. Parts of the mine 
were explored by rescue teams prior to 
the sealing and those sections have 
been excluded from current recovery 
plans, he added. 
About 90 men will take part in the 
search for the bodies, Spotte said, 
including Davitt McAteer, an aide to 
United Mine Workers President Ar­ 
nold Miller.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - Woody 
Hayes exploded before, during and 
after one of his most crushing defeats, 
a 42-17 whipping from top-ranked 
Southern California in the Rose Bowl. 
The stormy Ohio State coach bashed 
a photographer’s camera, stomped a 
head set and knocked over a post-game 
interview microphone. 
The beating Monday was the most 
points ever scored on Hayes’ teams in 
22 Ohio State seasons and ranked 
alongside the 41-6 loss to Purdue in 1967 
as the worst in Hayes’ long tenure. 
Hayes took the lopsided loss to the 
Trojans bitterly.

Kings Island Expansion 
To Cost Near $6 Million 


LEBANON, Ohio (A P )—I*ss than 
one year after Kings Island began 
operations, 
the 
family-oriented 
amusement center is expanding. 
Officials of the Taft Broadcasting 
Co. enterprise which stimulated 
Warren County’s economy in 1972 said 
that $ti million is being spent to add a 
“ gourmet restaurant” and three rides 
and “ streamline the face of Hie park “ 
The expansion, which is supposed to 
be completed by opening of Uh* park 
for weekends late in April, is currently 
providing work for “ several hundred 
union construction personnel,” a Kings 
Island official said. 
The program will bring Taft’s total 
investment in tho park to about $36 
million, and does not include costs of 
plans to open a drive-through wild 
animal preserve next to the park in 
1974 
The restaurant is being erected on 
top of the entrance area to the park. It 
will cost about $1 million and be open 
to people even if they don’t want to go 
into the park. 


One of the* three new rides will 
resemble a bobsled course anti have 
speed up to 55 miles an hour. 
In changing the “ face of the park,” 
workers among other 
tilings 
are 
replacing or altering about one-third of 
the landscaping, or about 
100,000 
plants. 
But construction is not the only 
winter activity underway at the park. 
Kings Island officials are preparing 
auditions this month for hiring more 
than 200 high school and college stu- 
dents to participate rn live shows at the 
|iark this summer. 
The performers will bt* among more 
than 1,500 youths who will be hired this 
year. Most will come from the South­ 
western Ohio area. 
Park officials are already talking in 
terms of the* park drawing nearly 2.5 
million people in 1973.
